Mr. Cook 
is deceased. 

Coach David Lowery is a 
well-known coach locally 
for Elba and Brantley. 

A native of Butler 
County, Lowery, age 53, 
graduated from Georgiana 
High School in 1983, Troy 
University in 1988 and 
earned a Master’s at AUM 
in 1998. His first teach- 
ing/coaching position was 
at Evergreen High School 
in 1988. 

Lowery moved to Elba 
High School as assistant 
coach and defensive coor- 
dinator from 1989-1998. 
He also was head baseball 
coach leading the Tigers to 
the playoff semifinals in 
1993 and 1994. He was 
head football coach at Elba 
for two years (1995-1996). 

Lowery then moved to 
Brantley High School 
where he was head football 
coach and athletic director 


from 1999-2013. He had an 
amazing run compiling a 
156-27 overall record and 
88-3 region record.

The magnitude of the wildfires in California is hard to 
grasp. In the northern part of the state whole towns, even 
with great names like Paradise, are being totally 
destroyed, and unfortunately the speed with which the 
flames are spreading is taking the lives on a record num- 
ber of area residents. Some bodies are found on the roads 
in burned out cars, others beside their vehicles — appar- 
ently trying to escape and in more than one case bodies 
are found near their vehicle that has been blocked by fall- 
en trees. It is a tragedy by any measure. 


President Trump caught flak for commenting that state 
and federal officials are at fault in these wildfires. While 
we rarely agree with the president, this time he may be 
on to something. Long years of opposing regular burns 
in the California forests have created a literal tinderbox 
of dry fuel for those fires. That has been the widespread 
policy in the Western states, by the officials, environ- 
mentalist and the general public. In the South, regular 
burns are the norm in our forests, with proven benefits . 
_. such as wildfires not being so wild and not usually 
severe enough but to burn only the natural deadwood and 
underbrush. 


It is a shame that the elections are not over, even a week 
after the official counting was announced. True or false, 
in Georgia and in Florida the candidate with slightly 
fewer votes than the frontrunner is crying foul. In sever- 
al other states a lot of name-calling took place before the 
loser conceded defeat (but blamed everyone but their 
own actions for the loss). Oh yes America is a divided 
nation... . extremely so. However if we keep the faith 
this too shall pass. It is not this country’s first experience 
with diversity and will not be the last. Meanwhile the 
divisions in our culture and our politics (if the two are 
separate) will continue to cause strife throughout society. 
The last two presidents the United States elected would 
not have won during “normal’ times, they just didn’t fit 
the norm. How much longer the voters will express their 
frustrations at the polls is anyone’s guess, but the “worm 
will turn” and our belief is that this country will again 
(someday) move to the forefront of world leadership. 


There is lots of rain falling in Southeast Alabama this 
week, Emergency management folks are watching the 
weather reports and the rising river levels on an hourly 
basis and justly so. It is comforting to know that Elba has 
a much-improved flood control system and city crews 
that constantly check to be sure all is working as 
designed. However dangerous waters are not just those 
that flood a community, it is also the small creek that 
quickly overflows the culvert or little bridge on the road- 
way and either conceals a washout or is surprisingly 
Swift and pushes a vehicle off the roadway into the deep, 
fast stream. We all need to be very cautious during these 
times. Once you are into any fast rising/swift waters it is 
usually too late to say, “oops I made a mistake!” Take 
care folks.

Veterans Day 2018 
marked 100 years since the 


end of World War I. 
Veterans Day was 
Armistice Day until 


America learned that we 
had not fought the war to 
end all wars. The Great War 
profoundly challenged the 
dominant ideology of the 
time, liberalism, with far- 
teaching consequences. 

We now call the 19th 
Century’s liberalism “clas- 
sical liberalism” to distin- 
guish it from the modern 
version. Classical liberal- 
ism provided the founda- 
tion for liberal democracy, 
and began with the premise 
that individuals’ happiness 
matters, not the fame and 
fortune of rulers. This was 
a radical idea; kings and 
emperors used people to 
build pyramids, fight wars, 
or otherwise serve them. 

If individuals are not 
means to anyone’s ends, 
then their interactions 
should be voluntary. In 
economics, this means eco- 
nomic freedom and free 
markets. Adam Smith 
explained how many of our 
institutions - including 
money, business and lan- 
guage - arose spontaneous- 
ly from voluntary interac- 
tion between people. John 
Locke and others extended 
voluntariness to govern- 
ment, maintaining that 
legitimate political leaders 
must serve the people, not 
the other way around. 

And reason allows us to 
make sense of the world.

Modern science emerged 
with the Enlightenment, 
and its application to pro- 
duction yielded the 
Industrial Revolution. 
Classical liberals were not 
against religion, but did 
care about well-being in 
this world. The application 
of reason over time would 
produce progress and civi- 
lization, not regression. 

Liberalism dramatically 
improved the world. 
Economic historian Angus 
Maddison dates the takeoff 
of economic growth to 
England around 1700. For 
the first time in history, the 
average standard of living 
rose above subsistence. A 
dramatic increase in life 
expectancy and the diffu- 
sion of literacy and educa- 
tion followed. 

Britain and America 
developed political institu- 
tions limiting government 
and ending authoritarian 
rule. Britain never abol- 
ished its monarchy, but 
Parliament slowly exer- 
cised power. In America, 
our constitution limited 
government. 

The most explicit form 
of human servitude, slav- 
ery, was abolished in the 
19thCentury. Classical lib- 
eralism led to recognition 
of the immorality of slav- 
ery and demands for its 
abolition. Equal rights 
were extended to women. 
Progress was regrettably 
slow, particularly for 


African-Americans follow- 
ing abolition, but these 


accomplishments must be 
evaluated relative to thou- 
sands of years of dismal 
history. 

And then came World 
War I. The horrors of the 
Great War included trench 
warfare, disease, poison 
gas, and senseless slaugh- 
ter. Nineteen thousand 
British soldiers were killed 
on the first day of the 
Battle of the Somme to 
capture three square miles 
of territory from the 
Germans. The U.S. suf- 
fered 116,000 military 
deaths, double our losses in 
Vietnam, in one year of 
fighting. 

Classical liberals saw 
international trade as an 
important means of main- 
taining peace. The saying, 
“When goods don’t cross 
borders, armies will,” cap- 
tures the liberal view. 
Economic and cultural ties 
encourage recognition of 
our common humanity, 
making conflict less likely. 
And the potential disrup- 
tion of trading relations 
during war creates political 
demands for peace. Yet 
Western Europe was highly 
integrated before World 
War I; not until the 1970s 
did its volume of interna- 
tional trade return to pre- 
1914 levels. Economic and 
cultural integration did not 
prevent war. 

The Great War seriously 
challenged the classical 
liberal worldview. 
Civilized nations surely 
could never perpetrate or

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tolerate the horrors of the 
Western Front. The ensuing 
malaise, voiced by the writ- 
ers of The Lost Generation, 
contributed to the rise of 
fascism and thus to World 
War II. Professors can 
debate whether classical 
liberalism can be recon- 
ciled with the War; the start 
of the war can be blamed 
on illiberal Austria, Serbia, 
and Russia. What I find 
more significant is that 
educated contemporaries in 
Europe and America, who 
were quite familiar with 
liberalism, interpreted the 
War as a refutation. 

Progress has arguably 
resumed since the end of 
World War II. The inci- 
dence of extreme poverty 
across the world has fallen 
by more than half since 
1990, and wars between 
nations have become less 
frequent. Hopefully 
progress will continue. But 
the Great War warns us that 
progress is never guaran- 
teed.

Training Ourselves to be Thankful 


Thanksgiving day is near. Practically everyone would 
agree that true, heartfelt thanksgiving should be a regular 
part of one’s life, not a once a year event. Yet, most of us 
would agree that we are not thankful enough for the bless- 
ings of life. An old proverb says “As a man thinketh in his 
heart, so is he.” 

Our thanking is directly related to our thinking. Right 
thinking leads to proper thanking. The Apostle Paul had a 
goal of “bringing into captivity every thought to the obedi- 
ence of Christ....” (2 Cor. 10:5b) What a task — to com- 
pletely master one’s thoughts! 

While we may never attain absolute mastery, there is one 
thing we all can do to assist in accomplishing the lofty 
goal of controlling our thoughts to the end that we might 
be appropriately thankful. Look for the good, the bless- 
ings, and the beauty in the world. St. Paul admonished his 
readers, “Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things 
are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things 
are of good report; if there be any virtue, if there be any 
praise, think on these things.” (Phil. 4:8) 

Yes, you can exercise your mind to observe and contem- 
plate those things which prompt you to be happier, holier, 
and more thankful. You choose. by and large, what is to be 
stored up in your mind. Then your life reflects what you 
have experienced. Jesus told us, “The good man brings 
good things out of the good stored up in him, and the evil 
man brings evil things out of the evil stored up in him.” 
(Matt. 12:35) 

If one looks at and listens to “trash,” he will think about 
trash. If one decides to put more noble experiences into his 
life, he will think more nobly. 

We can train ourselves to see more good in life, (For 
some reason, no one needs training to see the bad.) If we 
decide to think on “those things that are above,” we will 
notice a difference in our lives. 

Training ourselves to look for certain things happens all 
the time. Before I took a class about the Old South, I had 
little appreciation for ante-bellum history and architecture. 
Now, I am a fairly keen observer with much appreciation 
for the Old South. Before I had a savings account, I cared 
little about interest on C.D.s or stock. I still have little 
money, but I do notice notable rises or drops in the returns 
offered by banks or bonds. 

When I was a boy, a friend and I went hunting. He shot 
a huge hawk. I had never thought much about hawks 
before, but the big bird was beautiful. It’s wing-span meas- 
ured about 4 feet. He brought the bird back to town to 
show what he had killed. Someone quickly told him that a 
fine of several hundred dollars went along with killing a 
hawk. The fact that the government had to protect the 
species made me think about what a loss to our world it 
would be if the endangered hawk had become extinct. 
After that experience, I started looking for hawks. 
Sometimes my wife and children get aggravated when we 
are driving and I point and say “Look!” I often see hawks 
which they do not care to see. On a three hour drive some 
time ago, I spotted nearly three dozen hawks! I was 
encouraged to see so many hawks. I would not have seen 
them had I not developed the habit of looking for them. 

Let us all train ourselves to see the good in life. We can 
observe our blessings and go the next step and be thankful.

Tigers seek huge upset on road 


The Elba Tigers will hit 
the road Friday night in the 
second round of the Class 
1A football playoffs when 
they travel to Linden to tan- 
gle with the second-ranked 
and undefeated Linden 
Patriots.

On offense they 
spread the field, have a 
really good quarterback 
that can hurt you both run- 
ning and passing and some 
very quick receivers that 
like to run deep routes. 
Their line cut blocks at the 
line of scrimmage and even 
tries to cut linebackers. So, 
we'll have to be prepared 
and battle on every play. 
Over on defense they put 
seven in the box to stop the 
run and play man to man in 
the secondary. We know 
they will know where num- 
ber five (Richmon 
Singletary) is at all times 
and will load it up to stop 
us from running the ball.” 
“If we are going to be 
successful on offense we’ll 
have to spread the ball out 
to try and open the mid- 
dle,” added Harrison, “and 
be effective throwing the 
ball to open up things we 
can do on the ground.
